IRST eye-witness accounts of 
F the invasion make it clear that 

Allied landings were carried 
out with a speed and cheapness 
which few had expected, states a 
Reuter correspondent from Advanced 
British H.Q. 

The most remarkable feature of 
the whole operation was the fact 
that no attempt was made by Axis 
‘planes to attack the large target 
offered by the Allied assault craft 
as they made their way*to the shore 
through the heavy seas. Axis 
bombers did attack shipping later 
in the day, but there was no aerial 
opposition to the original landings. 


FIRST WAVE 


A Canadian Press war correspon- 
dent with the Canadians in south- 
east Sicily writes:—I landed along- 
side the first wave of assault com- 
panies of a Canadian regiment on 
the sandy beach of Costa del Ambra, 
four miles south-west of Pachino, at 
5.15 on Saturday morning, and the 
troops have been pushing ahead 
since. 

At 1 a.m. we went down the side 
of our ship in assault landing craft, 
and hit the swell, which lifted us 
high in the air, We rocked about 
and moved among the ships, which | 
were now anchored a number of miles 
off Pachino Peninsula, Slowly the 
assault landing craft gathered 
around us for the run in. There 
were scores of these forty-foot craft. 
bouncing about on the swell. Many 
troops were seasick in them. 

Through the megaphone our com- 
mander told flotillas destined to our 
beach to follow him, and we started 


off. Other flotillas sped off noise- ] 


lessly for other beaches. British 
Commandoes were on the Canadians’ 
left flank and a British formation on 
the right. 

Ahead of us we could see a glare 
in the sky. Air attack and naval 
bombardment had set Pachino 
ablaze. 


EXPLOSIONS 


To the left I saw tracer bullets, and 
could hear the bang of machine-guns. 


plosions boomed out in the night. I 
think it must have been bombing far 
inland. We could see gigantic flashes. 

Canadians were now swarmin 
over the beach, and our craft leape 
through surf in the smoke, confusion 
and noise. Landing craft hit a sand- 
bar and stopped short. We piled over 
the side and plunged into four feet 
of water. 

Troops were in their tropical kit 
and wearing shorts. 

We waded frantically through the 
breakers and ran on to the beach. 
Troops swarmed off their craft and 
went through gaps in the wires cut 
by sappers a few minutes before. 
Infantrymen were already spreading 
out in the sand dunes on the other 
side of the wire. Bursts of Axis fire

It is the first 
great port to fall into Allied hands, 
and its possession will facilitate 
further land and sea operations. 

With Pachino airfield, just inland 
from Cape Passero, occupied, and 
the Americans firmly holding Licata, 
on the opposite flank from Syracuse, 
the costal bridgehead is now well 
anchored. 

Syracuse commands a network of 
roads and railways. Before the 
British troops who occupied the 
town is the possibility of a drive on 
Catania. The capture of Syracuse 
also consolidates the occupation ot 
the bridgehead, which is now clearly 
defined as all territory south of the 
hills along the line Syracuse-Licata. 

Pozzallo, a few miles west of Cape 
Passero, surrendered to the com- 
manding officer of an Allied 
destroyer after the town and the 
railway line from Syracuse to 
Ragusa had been bombarded by 
naval forces. 

The Axis is hitting back strongly, 
and in the past bh hours seven 
powerful counter-attacks have been 
made against the Allied forces along 
the 100-mile front. 

Heaviest of these counter-blows 
was directed against the centre of 
the American sector at Gela, where 
an attacking force of 45 tanks and 
considerable numbers of infantry 
were completely repulsed. At least 
2,000 prisoners were taken during 
these spirited’ actions.

Anglo-American invasion has 
obtained a substantial grip on the 
island. According to German and 
Italian reports, the attack has 
been carried out by the Seventh 
American and the Eighth British 
Army, with the addition of 
Canadian units which took 3 
leading part in the initial land- 
ings. The rumour had 


General Montgomery’s Eighth 
Army had been sent to Syria ; but: 
there seems to be little doubt that 


mand of the British forces in 
Sicily, and the presumption is 
that the Eighth Army has 
supplied the bulk of the invading 
troops. British and American 
commentators estimate that the 
Axis forces entrusted with the 
defonce of the island amount in 
all to twelve divisions—two 
German and ten Italian divisions, 
of which half are coastal and half 
infantry formations. There is no 
definite information yet concern- 
ing the weight of armour that the 
Axis has at its disposal. So far 
as can be g-thered at the moment, 
the Anglo-American forces have 
established a bridgehead about 
twenty-five miles in width and 
ten miles in depth, and 
their troops are spreading fan- 
wise across the island from this 
point d' appui. Yesterday’s official 
German bulletin stated that the 
Canadians had managed to 
penetrate temporarily into the 
mountains north ind north- 
west of the landing bridgehead, 
and had occupied two locali- 
ties. British and American 
reports declare that no fewer 
than nine Sicilian towns had been 
captured, including the important 
port of Syracuse. The other towns 
are said to be Avola, Pachino, 
Pozzallo, Scoglitti, Gela, Licata, 
Rosolini, and Noto. British corre- 
spondents speak of the capture of 
the Pachino peninsula, and there 
can be small doubt that Syracuse 
is firmly in Allied hands, To 
what extent these operations have 
been resisted seriously by the 
Germans and Italians cannot be 
stated at the moment with any 
degree of accuracy. All the Allied 
reports are unanimous in their 
declaration that casualties were 
unexpectedly light, although it is 
admitted on all sides that weather 
conditions were highly unfavour- 
able. The British and Americans 
manifestly had such a marked 
measure of superiority in the air 
that they were able to give their 
landing troops the protection of a 
powerful ‘‘ umbrella’’; and it 
looks as if the Axis commanders, 
realising the overwhelming 
strength of the invaders, did not 
offer really effective opposition to 
the original landings. Obviously 
the big battles for the possession 
of Sicily have yet to be fought. 
It was stated in London yester- 
day that the first heavy clash 
between the Allies and the Axis 
forces was taking place at 
Floridia, about eight miles to the 
west of Syracuse; but, here 
again, details are lacking. The 
British and Americans have 
followed the example of the 
Germans in Crete and of the 
Japanese in Malaya. They have 
concentrated their early attacks 
on Italian airfields, with the 
result that they already seem to 
be in a as to bomb the Axis 
positions throughout the island in 
impressive strength. Of course, 
the struggle is by no means over 
yet; it hardly is too much to say 
that it has not yet begun in 
earnest. The Italians and the 
Germans are at a serious dis- 
advantage sin the air; but it is 
quite possible that they may be 
able to bring substantial rein- 
forcements to Sicily from other 
parts of the continent, and that 
their resistance will be stiffened 
considerably within the next few 
days Much depends on the 
extent to which the Anglo- 
American landing in _ Sicily 
represents their determination tv 
establish a “second” front. 
Some experts still take the view 
that the invasion of Sicily is only 
part—and not even the most im- 
portant part—of a general scheme 
of continental attack; and it is 
quite on the cards that the Axis 
commanders are playing a waiting 
game in order to prevent a sur- 
prise somewhere else. Be that as 
it may, the reports of the first 
few days’ fighting in Sicily indi- 
cate that the British and Ameri- 
cans on this occasion have left as 
little as possible to chance. The 
initial landings on the Sicilian 
beaches seem to have been almost 
classic examples of combined 
operations, with perfect liaison 
between paratroops, air-borne 
divisions, naval and air forces and 
ordinary infantry. Possession of 
Syracuse, Licata and Gela gives 
the Allies an initial advantage 
which hardly can be exaggerated. 
Their apparently complete control 
of the waters around southern 
Sicily affords another example of 
the importance of sea- power in 
operations of this kind. i

respect of it, It may be, again, 
that the landowners on this side 
are not wealthy enough to hand 
away their possessions, with the 
rents that accrue from them. 
Nevertheless, we must hope that, 
as time advances, more and more 
of the attractive and historic 
regions of Ireland will come into 
the people’s hands, and, if so, 
that some such body as the 
National Trust will be appointed 
to receive and to take care of 
them. So long as they are under 
the direct control of the Govern- 
ment, anything can happen to 
them. Their shooting rights, and 
the dwellings upon them, may be 
let out to private lessees; they 
may be allowed to sink into 
decay; the public may be denied 
the right of admittance—and all 
these things may be doue at the 
will of a Government depart- 
ment, whose conduct indubitably 
will be sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment majority in Parliament, 
wherever that Parliament may 
be. A semi-State trust is better 
qualified to handle matters of 
this kind. Questions may be 
asked about the conduct, without 
the fear that the answer will 
bring a Government down. It 
has a reputation to maintain, 
and it does not enjoy that 
omnipotence which permits it to 
disregard the wishes of the 
donors. We hope most sincerely 
that many Irish landlords will be 
encouraged to follow the example 
of ex-Senator Arthur Vincent, 
and that a body on the lines of 
the National Trust will be 
appointed—or will create itself— 
to act as intermediary between 
the dongrs and the pev,.e.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,--May I intervene, as being 
the senior K. C. of the Irish Bar, in 
the discussion raised by Mr. Vincent 
Rice in his letter published in the 
Irish Times of Saturday, denying 
the correctness of the statement made 
by ex-Mr. Justice Hanna in his 
interview with your reporter that 
the fundamen changes in the 
administration of government 
effected by the establishment of an 
Irish Free State rendered the titles 
of King’s Counsel or His Majesty’s 
Counsel anomalous. 

Mr. Rice’s reasons for holding an 
opposite view appear to be insuffi- 
cient, if not singular. He relies on 
the fact that in June, 1924, the 
present Mr. Justice Oo’ rne, then 
Attorney-General, was called to the 
Inner Bar “‘as King’s Counsel by 
Chief Justice Kennedy, who, he 
admits, had decided to abolish the 
title for the future. A month later 
Mr. Rice himself, with others, was 
called to the Inner Bar “to 
take precedence and preaudience 
after those members of the Bar of 
Saorstat Eireann who are now of 
“ His Majesty's Counsel. In fact, 
Mr. Rice and his colleagues were not 
called to the rank of King’s Counsel, 
as was Mr. Justice O’Byrne, but be- 
came Senior Counsel, the only title 
since used to distinguish the Inner 
from the Outer Bar. 

Mr. Rice states that the decision 
of Chief Justice Kennedy to abolish 
the title of King’s Counsel was 
“never authorised or implemented 
by the Government.” e ver 
contrary is the case, for, since 1924, 
when Mr. Justice O Byrne was called 
to the Inner Bar as King’s Counsel, 
the title has never been conferred in 
Eire, and no other title but Senior 
Counsel has been used, as will be 
seen by reference to the Legal Diary 
in Thom’s Directory every year since 
to the present, Mr. Rice’s name in- 
cluded.—Yours, etc.

That is the behaviour of a rational 
and highly educated soul. Most of 
us, however, think it sufficient to 
enter a caveat when we hear our- 
selves. described as Irishmen and 
for the rest are content to be un- 
communicative and mysterious as to 
what other nation, if any, we con- 
ceive ourselves to belong.

Irishmen who 
feel, for the most part, like a pint 
of stout, without having this new 
embarrassment, the self-conscious 
willy-james imploring us from Bel- 
fast to help him to find out whether 
he is an Irish person or a foreigner? 
And faith, his agony is real enough. 
The salary-choked régime in the 
north encourages the attitude that 
the six counties are a British province 
but the awful truth is that the British 
people are simply 3 when 
they are confronted by obvious if 
tomewhat bleak paddies who explain 
that they are not Irish but British, 
d’yeh see. Your Englishman finds 
this attitude . Irish. He 
smiles before putting back the pipe 
between his clean white teeth, com- 
pletel unaware of the pathological 

loyalty ’ of these confused simple- 
tons, and cheerfully continues 
addressing his letters to “ Belfast, 
Dublin, Eire, Irish Free State.” 

But Mr. MacFadden can be 
assured that the Irishman, who- 
ever he may be, will not question 
this Ulsterman's claim to be 
„Irish“ if he so decides after con- 
sidering his position fully. The 
Irishman doesn’t care at all and 
hasn't time to consider such 
matters. But what yoni me is

MR. G. W. LAWLOR 

W. Lawlor, 18

T first sight it may appear 
premature to discuss the 
ossible advantages accruing 

to the Allies from the total occupa- 
tion of Sicily—while the fighting on 
the island is in the opening ones 
Actually, this is not so; the Allied 
High Command certainly studied 
the possible advantages—and that 
with great care—before making the 
decision to invade. . It is, con- 
sequently, quite logical and natural 
to try and unravel their actuating 
motives. 

First of all, let us consider certain 
obviuus geographical advantages, in 
succession from west to east. The 
greatly weakened situation of Sar- 
dinia is the first of these» Should 
Sicily fall, the subsequent Allied 
occupation of Sardinia could scarcely 
be more than a matter of time. This 
would automatically entail the occu- 
pation of Corsica, And Corsica is 
only one-quarter as far from France 
as is Africa. Nor should only the 
geographical gide of these insular 
moves be taken into consideration ; 
because. any such repetition of 
Allied successes would certainly in- 
volve serious Axis losses of men 
and material. In the imponderable 
domain of morale, too, there must 
result an important gain on one side 
and corresponding loss on the other. 


NAVAL ADVANTAGE 

So, much for potential Allied 
advantages in the western Mediter- 
ranean basin. In the central por- 
tion i Allied re would be 
advanced very considerably towards 
the very important entrance of the 
Adriatic. Syracuse, for instance, is 
less than sea miles from Brindisi. 
And Messina was the port of concen- 
tration for the Christian fleets about 
to start for the decisive victory of 
Lepanto. A similar degree of control 
in the Ionian Sea would be equally 
advantageous to-day. An advantage 
naval in character, rather than geo- 
graphical, would arise from occupa- 
tion of the Strait of Messina—or 
even of the Sicilian shore of that 
channel.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY
